Knight Pro-Labor Circus Will | 


Outdo P. T. Barnum at His Best} 


Governor Knight, we hear, is making some excellent 
speeches before labor groups. 


We don't doubt it. Goody knows very well which slice}! 
of bread in the Knight-for-President sandwich needs the: 


most butter. 


The bottom slice, the one for the Chandler press, the 
Hearst press, John Francis Neylan, and the big interests in 
general throughout the State and the U. S., already has heaps 
of butter on it. The big interests know that Goody is good for 
them. 


So what's good for Goody is O. K. with the big interests. 


They can well afford to be patient and let their man spend 
some time buttering up the other slice of bread in the sand- 
wich—the labor slice, the less wealthy people's slice. 


Just at present Knight is playing footsy with Knowland 
against Nixon in the effort to win the leadership of the Cali- 
fornia delegation to the 1956 Republican convention. 


But suppose Ike does decide not to run. Knight knows 
that the right wing Republicans are thoroughly aware of the 
fact that labor hates both Knowland and Nixon, so if the 
favor of the right wing GOP crowd should descend upon a 
Californian, representing, remember, what is now the second 
biggest State of the Union, what more natural than that it 
should fall upon Knight, with his hand-made do-it-yourself 
brand new reputation for being a pal of Jabor? 


So we wouldn't be a bit surprised if Goody went on not 
only making good speeches, but doing a few good turns for 
labor.

Small Fry May Get Fried 


Louis Schneider, who publishes in various papers a column 
of comment on financial news, declares that ‘the Eisenhower 
Administration will continue to encourage the price boom in 
the stock market.” 

But, Schneider adds, very few stockbrokers ‘‘are buying 
for their personal accounts. They see small investors buying 
en maybe-facts rather than established facts. They think 
these fellows face disappoinments.”’ 

Any ‘small investors’ among labor people—and any labor 
people investing in the stock markets are not likely to be big 
investors, might consider Schneider's words carefully. For 
small as a labor man’s investment may be, it is all the more 
important not to lose it, because the labor family doesn't have 
a few millions to fall back on. 

The Coolidge and Hoover Administrations were great 
hands to ‘encourage the price boom in the stock market,” too. 
Then came the 1929 crash of the market. 

Senator Fulbright, who has been conducting a careful 
and unsensational study of the stock market as chairman of 
the Senate Banking and Currency Committee, had this to say 
after holding many hearings, with experts testifying before his 
committee: 


“T am of the opinion that we are in fact experiencing the 
beginning of excessive speculative activity in our market.” 


What the motives of the GOP Administration are in en- 
couraging the stock market boom one wouldn't know. But if 
stockbrokers figure small fry are going to get fried if they 
don't watch out, and if so conservative a talker as Fulbright 
is talking the way he is, it would seem the part of wisdom for 
small fry to give some heed. 


Gas Balloons Go Up Unless Tied 


The Pacific Gas & Electric Company has been granted 
by the State Public Utilities Commission the full increase in 
rates for gas which it had requested. 

PGSE asked for the increase because its cost of gas from 
the El Paso Natural Gas Co. has been raised. PG&E pur- 
chases natural gas from the El Paso firm, and pipes it into 
Northern California and Central California. 

Interesting in this connection is the fact that the natural 
gas producers are trying to lobby through Congress legisla- 
tion which would exempt natural gas producers from regula- 
tion by the Federal Power Commission. Governor Harriman 
of New York in a telegram to the House committee handling 
the bill states the case against granting the natural gas pro-
